The nniazink point about this price 
i for Fords in I’nris Is that the French 
I duty on automobiles has nothing to do 
' with It! The Ford cars sold in Paris 
j are not made In flie Tnlted States, but 
I In Strasbourg. Nor Is the main ele- 
I ment of this astonishing differenee In 
I cost due to high duties on the parts, 
i It Is almost exeluslvely due to the dif¬ 
ference in cost of manufacture. 

This difference In manufacturing 
costs results from the fact that the 
i factory at Strasbourg, while as modern 
as Ford engineers can make It, does 
' not have the quantity production ele¬ 
ment which makes most of the popu¬ 
lar small ears so cheap in .America. 
That one element, the writer* is in¬ 
formed. accounts for about of the 
$1,(N10 dlfTcrence In price here and In 
Paris. 

Wages are an Inconsequential phase, 
or would he. If mass production could 
he utilised In Strashourg. It Is per 
fectly true that the labor cost of con¬ 
structing a car In France Is much high¬ 
er than In .America, but the workers 
are paid less than those in Pearhorn. 
The dilTerence Is comparable to that 
of a man plowing with a tractor and 
one plowing with one horse. The man 
with the fM>r«e may he just as good a 
farmer.

Since his rreatlva 
work was finished In six days, he 
censed from action on the seventh day, 
which was. therefore, called the Hah- 
hath Of rest ilay. The Sahhath was 
not a Mosaic hut an Kdenlc Institution. 
It Is older by renturlea than the Sab* 
bath alven to Israel at Sinnl. 

It. Tha Sabbath Given to lerael 
(Exod. 20:811). 

It was made a peculiar slirn of core* 
mint relation between the chosen peo¬ 
ple and God (Dent. .');1115). It en¬ 
joins a twofold obligation; 

1. Work through six days (v. 9). 
Work was Gofl’s primary thought for 
man (Gen. 2:15). It expresses man's 
normal condition. The command to 
work six days is Just as binding as 
the conimond to rest on the s<>venth 
day. 

2, Rest on the seventh day (v. 10). 
There must be cess^ition from work on 
the Sabbath. S!nt*e God gave the ex¬ 
ample and then sanctl(ie<l the day, It 
should he kept holy. It was not only 
to give relief to the Inaly, hut to h« 
a time when man's thoughts would he 
turned to God. It was designed to 
keep fre.sh in man's mind the conscious¬ 
ness of God and his mercies. It was 
thus made for man's welMieitig (Mark

Paul 
used Ibis assemlily ns au oceasinn to 
tiroacti tlie gospel. Uouhtless tills be¬ 
came the day of rest and worship la 
honor of the Lord's resurrei'tlon. 

IV. Trus Worship Taught (John 
4:20-2-l). 

1. True worship Is not contlned to 
a particular place (vv. 21. 22). The 
place s unimportant. The all-Impor- 
lant thing Is to have the right concep¬ 
tion of God as revealed through the 
Jews. Since God Is omnipresent, the 
true worshiper cun hold Inlercourse 
with him anywhere and everywhere. 

2. It must be spiritual (vv. 2(1. 24). 
God Is Spirit. Therefore, only those 
who through regeneration have a spir¬ 
itual nature can truly worship God. 

V. A Psalm of Worship (l*s. 1(X)). 

1. Whom to worship (v. 1). Wor¬ 
ship should be rendered to God, for he 
iiloue Is worthy. 

2. The spirit of worship (v. 2). Wor¬ 
ship should be joyful. This Joy should 
he manifest In the singing of praises 
to God. 

8. Who should worship (v. 1). All 
the world should worship, not merely 
the Jews, hut all nutlona. The pecu¬ 
liar mission of the Jews was to call 
III! nations to the worship of the true 
God. 

4. Iteasous for worship (vv. 3-5). 
God should be worsiiliied because be Is 
God. Being God, he Is our Creator, 
I'rescrver. and Savior. 

VI. The Soul Poise of the True Wor¬ 
shiper (Col. 3 ;15-17). 

1. Peace rules Hie life (v. J.'i). The 
one Joined to Christ by fiilth mid resting 
in his tiiilslied work Is at peace with 
God and aliuuld be at peace with all 
iiieniliers of tlie body whose bead la 
Christ. 

2. Gives thanks to God (v. l.'i). In 
siilte of all troulilea which beset the 
Christian, they should all be drowned 
In Ills constant giving of thunks to Gi®. 

3. Llirlst's Word to dwell In thii 
heart (v. 10). It Is not eiiuugli to 
know the trutli; the very words of 
Christ must be made real in exjieri- 
eiice. They must be made to dwell, that 
Is, be lit home In the heart. 

4. The dellnlle function of the Clirlg- 
tian (V. 10). It Is to teach and warn 
others. Christ's words dwelling In the 
believer will result In blessing to oth¬ 
ers.

Cold Frame Is Advised 

for Early Vegetables 

The construction of a cold frame will 
be 0 biB help in the rfrow’UiK of early 
vegetables, siiya K. B. .Morrow, e.\ten- 
MioD horticulturist at .North t’aroUnu 
State college. 

At iiuali expense, he says, u cold 
frame can be prepared to protect the 
young vegetuides until they have be¬ 
come comparatively hard.y and until the 
voidest weather has passed. 

The frame should be located on the 
southern or eastern slope of a bill, 
when possible, to protect U from the 
north winds and to give the plants the 
best exposure to the sunlight. Bank 
dirt around the northern and western 
sides of the frame as an additional 
protection. 

A frame is whut the name Implies, 
Morrow says: a framework of boards 
over which can be spread light cloth 
or canvas to protect Uie plants from 
tlie weather. The top of the frame 
should be approximately 3 feet from 
the ground.
